In December last, before there was 
any effort to secure an eppropriatiou 
fur the building ofa State In-ane Asy- 
lum, a “Tax-Payer” sent us a commu- 
pication on the subject of the care of 
our ipgane, which we published.

ISTHMUS CANAL PROJECTS AND 
THE SHIP RAILROAD. 


A gian@ at the map of the world 
shows better than pages of printed 
description, the immense advantages 
to commerce which must result from 
a ship canal ora ship railroad across 
the strip of land which connects North 
aod Scuth America. And get figures 
have a significance of their own, so 
that i: helps to an appreciation of 
those advantages to see the saving in 
distance between New York and San 
Francisco, that would be effected by 
a canal at Panama, expressed as 9.615 
miles. This saving is more than one- 
half the entire distance now sailed by 
ships which round the Horn on their 
long voyage of 15,672 miles. The peo- 
ple of the Pacific coast have a vital 
interest in the construction of a canal 
or a ship railroad across the isthmas, 
for one effect must be a considerable 
reduction in the rates of freight on 
eastern goods, whether imported by 
sea or by rail. 

Phere are three great projects for 
inter-oceanic navigation now before 
the world. The most prominent of 
these, made conspicuous through the 
advocacy of DeLesseps, is the Panama 
tidewater canal. The proposed route 
of this canal is close to the railroad 
in operation between Panam and As 
pinwall. The isthmus there is only 
about forty-two miies wide. The 
great difficulty to be encountered is a 
mountain range, through which it is 
proposed to make a tunnel large 
enough to allow two full- ships 
to pass each other therein. ere is a 
good harbor at each terminus. Being 
a tidewater canal no lift-locks would 
be ued, but, as the tides of the Pa- 
cific rise twenty feet higher than those 
of the Caribbean sea, a compensatory 
lock would have to be constructe:|, 
Ex-Secretary Thompson of the U. 8. 
Navy is President of the Panama 
Canal Co., and the money for the 
construction of the work is being 
raised, almost entirely in France. 
Awerloan capital is shy of the enter- 
prise, more perhaps, from the nature 
of the Cumpany's organization than 
from any doubts of the practicability 
of the scheme. The estimated cost of 
the canal is $111,000,000, 

Ia the Nicaragua canal project, ad- 
vantage is taken of the inland sea, 
known as Lake Nicaragua, 110 miles 
long by 80 wide, with a depth of from 
30 to 150 feet. Starting from Grey- 
towa on the Atlantic coast, the canal 
would be dug sixty-three miles to the 
San Juan, a gently flowing river 20 
feet deep and 1,000 wide. Ships 
would pass from the canal to the river, 
and throagh the river to the lake.

A Melancholy Picture. 

The ruins of Franktown must be 
seen to be appreciated. Where once 
stood a flourishing and pretty little 
town, in the center of a highly culti- 
vated tract, vow atfetches a wide ex- 
panse uf sand and debris. A shattered 
house at the northern end of the 
principal street, marks at once the 
former size of thetown and the track | 


ern end stands the Franktown Hotel, 

still on its feet, but with a foot of 
sand on the floor. The station has 
been swung arvund into its place and 
propped up with ties. A little white 
cottage which stood right in the mid- 
die of its path divided the fluod, aod 
stands almost uoinjured. It probably 
owes its escape to the fact that a piece 


and, doubling around the corners, 
covered the whole front. Trees and |’ 
brush instantly lodged aguinst it, 
formiog a water-tight dam which 
turned the torrent. The pretty little 
white dwelling house of Mrs. Bowers’, 
which stood ina grove of tall pines 
west of the town, lies a wreck, The 
front is torn out, and the side frame 
has given away. allowing the roof to 
drop down to the ground. The lot is 
covered several feet deep with sand, 
and the beautiful pine trees are bent 
and twisted out of the perpendicular. 
The brown bedrock of the canyon be- 
yond shows the velocity of the water 
as nothing else could. Every particle 
of soil, every stump and boulder was 
carried out, and the bed rocks left 
bare to a height of sixty or seventy 
feet. On the east side of the track 
the torrent spread out and left a wide, 
level expanse of gray sand, broken 
only by wrecks of houses scattered 
here and there, and heaps of drift- 
vood piled up against some obstruc- 
tion. Half a mile from its proper 
place lies a piece of railroad track a 
quarter ofa mile long. The fertile 
meadow liesundera foot or two of 
material which has no soilin it, and 
can never be reclaimed.

And Now New Orleans is Under Water. 
New Oxceans, Feb. 7. 
A crevasse ia the new and old canal 
levees bas submerged nearly all that 
portion of the city west of Broad 
street between Canal and West St., 
Joho street, and north as far as Ursu- 
la street, embracing one hundred 
squares. The streets and sidewalks 
Pare entirely covered with water. 
Great efforts are making by the au- 
thorities to close the break in the 
canal levees, notwithstanding the 
water at all points is rising. The 
shell road from the New Lake end to 
the Haif-way House is two feet under 
water. Fences are blown down, and 
the roof of the North Dryades Market 
is carried away. The roof of a wing 
ot the State House, in which are the 
offices of the Superintendent of Edv- 
cation and the Commissioner of Im- 
migration, is blown off, and the rec- 
ords received a wetting. Algiers suf- 
fered terribly. Every fence in the 
town is down, also smokestacks and 
roofs. A bvilding on Rallett street 
was blown to pieces. The Signal Of- 
ficer reports threatening weather, with 
easterly winds, which will have the 
effect of forcing more water into the 
city from the lake and gulf. Water 
in the rear of the city is rising and 
spregding rapidly. Indications are 
that by to-day noon all the city west 
of Clayborne from Carrollton to Ely- 
sian Fields streets will be submerged. 


A British Victory Over the Boers. 
Lonpon, Feb. 7. 
An official. report from Pretoria, 
Jan. 10, says the troops captured 
Boer Loagor on the 6th. The loss of 
the Boers was heavy. The loss of the 
British was also heavy, in consequence 
of the treachery of the Boers, who, af- 
ter raising a white flag, fired on the 
British.
